YOUNG MUTTON DISHES 


M Utrton in England is such a 
highly prized meat that it 
seems strange that we have so little 
appreciation of it. Lamb chops are 
always well liked as is a stuffed leg 
of lamb or a crown roast, yet there 
are so many good meat dishes 
which may be prepared from the 
young mifitton that it should not be 
slighted. 


Casserole of Mutton. 
Bake a cut from the breast, two 


upon the number to serve. Wipe 
the meat with a damp cloth and 
sear the meat well to hold all the 
juices before: placing it in the cas- 
serole.
